I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report 
for  the  year  ended  31st.  December.  1946. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

With  the  exception  of  Countersett  there  was  no  shortage  of 
water  during  the  year  at  any  villages  supplied  by  the  Council. 

A new  storage  tank  is  to  be  constructed  at  Countersett. 

Only  three  of  the  24  samples  taken  from  the  various  water 
supplies  in  the  district  gave  a satisfactory  result.  The 
pollution  appears  to  be  due  to  the  water  being  contaminated  by 
sheep  which  graze  over  the  catchment  areas. 

None  of  the  16  separate  supplies  to  the  various  villages 
are  treated. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  and 
the  number  of  the  Population  supplied  from  public  water  mains 
in  the  various  parishes.

Many  owners  and  occupiers  are  anxious  to  carry  out  structural 
Improvements  to  the  premises  hut  these  works  cannot  he  executed 
at  present  owing  to  the  shortage  of  skilled  labour  and  materials. 

Heat  and  Food  Inspection. 


The  inspection  of  meat  suoolies  for  the  district  was 
carried  out  jointly  hy  the  Leyburn  Insoector  and  myself  at  Deyburn 
abattoir. 


Food  shops  visited  during  the  year  showed  a high  standard 
of  cleanliness.
